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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  year  1979  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one  for  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
with  51  regular  meetings  being  held  on  Monday  evenings,  and  approximately  30 
other  meetings  held  during  daytime  hours. 

Fire  Station 

Article  4  and  5  of  the  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  purchase  of  13 
acres  of  land  on  Clinton  Road  as  a  building  site  and  for  the  construction  of  a  Fire 
Station.  Because  the  Study  Committee  had  not  obtained  completed  plans  and 
specifications  at  the  time  of  Town  Meeting  it  became  necessary  that  an  architect  be 
engaged  for  that  purpose.  Ronald  Ravenscroft,  a  registered  architect,  residing  in 
Lyndeboro,  was  brought  into  the  picture,  and  subsequently  completed  plans  and 
guidelines  for  construction  were  made  available  for  competitive  bidding  purposes. 

Because  all  bids  were  in  excess  of  the  appropriated  funds,  it  was  determined  that 
additional  funds  should  be  requested  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  avoid  addi- 
tionally higher  costs  in  the  future,  if  deleted  items  of  construction  were  to  be  in- 
stalled at  a  later  time.  Because  additional  funds  were  not  voted  it  became  necessary 
to  omit  certain  features  of  the  building  as  originally  contemplated.  As  a  result  the 
building  has  been  constructed  within  the  framework  of  the  original  design  with 
available  funds.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  omission  of  exterior  paving,  interior 
painting,  vinyl  asbestos  floor  tile,  shower  stall  and  most  importantly  the  comple- 
tion of  the  planned  Meeting  Room  on  the  second  floor  including  the  emergency  fire 
escape  from  that  area. 

It  is  expected  that  in  the  near  future  at  least  some  of  these  features  may  be  com- 
pleted as  funds  become  available.  An  Article  asking  funds  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  materials  to  provide  for  the  finishing  of  the  Meeting  Room  with 
volunteer  labor  could  provide  for  making  the  second  floor  usable.  It  will  also  be 
necessary  to  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  electrical  system  plumbing  and 
heating  on  the  second  floor. 

The  Selectmen  extend  their  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Herbert  Nilson  of  Bass  Farm 
for  his  generous  gift  of  an  excellent  artesian  well  together  with  all  appurtenant 
pumping  equipment. 

Police  Department 

Under  Article  6  the  Voters  overwhelmingly  approved  the  appointment  of  a  full 
time  Police  Chief  and  after  a  most  thorough  search  and  enumberable  meetings, 
Brian  A.  Brown,  a  former  Antrim  resident  was  selected  as  being  the  best  suited  for 
the  position.  He  assumed  his  duties  in  July  and  has  made  considerable  progress  in 
establishing  at  least  the  nucleus  of  a  viable  department.  Once  the  new  Chief 
became  established,  it  immediately  became  apparent  that  the  townspeople  ap- 
peared to  assume  that  we  now  had  a  full  time  officer  who  could  be  called  upon  at 
all  hours  of  the  day  regardless  of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation.  In  order  to  help  ac- 
commodate this  demand,  the  services  of  one  officer  was  required,  as  had  been  the 
case  during  the  interim  period  between  March  first  and  July  first.  Three  additional 
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men  as  "trainees"  have  been  utilized  as  backup  officers  on  occasion  when  required. 
Because  the  availabihty  of  part  time  officers  is  most  uncertain  and  because  it  is  im- 
possible that  the  required  effort  may  be  produced  by  the  Chief  acting  alone,  we  are 
authorizing  the  full  time  employment  of  one  officer  until  affirmative  action  might 
be  forthcoming  at  Town  Meeting.  The  Budget  figures  for  1980  provide  that  this  ac- 
tion may  be  affirmed.  This  Budget  also  provides  for  a  modest  increase  in  the  Chiefs 
salary. 

Highway  Department 

With  one  full  year  of  use  of  the  new  Highway  Garage  it  is  apparent  that  its  need 
was  most  necessary.  Major  repairs  are  now  possible  on  the  equipment  whenever 
possible  and  practical.  A  portion  of  Reed  Carr  Road  was  improved  under  the  Town 
Road  Aid  Program.  We  believe  that  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  pro- 
viding a  new  deck  on  the  Elm  Avenue  Bridge  over  the  North  Branch  River. 

Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  and  Collection  System 

Contracts  were  signed  April  20,  1979  for  the  construction  of  the  Town  Sewerage 
Facilities  and  work  was  commenced  late  in  May.  At  the  year's  end  the  Treatment 
Plant  was  substantially  completed,  with  the  installation  of  equipment,  fencing  and 
cleanup  remaining.  The  entire  collection  system  has  been  completely  installed  with 
the  exception  of  the  two  Pumping  stations  together  with  their  connections  to  the 
sewer  lines,  final  cleanup,  the  completion  of  resurfacing  of  roads  and  other  related 
work. 

It  is  expected  that  the  entire  project  will  be  completed  and  in  operation  sooner 
than  the  scheduled  600  days  allowed  by  the  terms  of  the  contracts. 

Temporary  funding  is  being  financed  by  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  bearing  in- 
terest at  less  than  6  % .  These  funds  as  well  as  those  derived  from  Government 
Loans  and  Grants  are  currently  used  to  defray  construction  costs;  substantial  tem- 
porary surplus  funds  are  reinvested  at  excellent  interest  rates. 

Tax  Collection 

Mrs.  C.  Virginia  Grant  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Tax  Col- 
lector, following  Mrs.  Barbara  Elia's  resignation  from  that  position.  Mrs.  Elia  con- 
tinues in  her  duties  as  the  Selectmen's  Secretary. 

Due  to  the  change  of  Tax  Collector  the  required  audit  at  the  time  of  transition 
was  made.  This  audit  has  been  preceded  earlier  by  a  general  audit  of  all  Town  Ac- 
counts, required  in  accordance  with  Office  of  Revenue  requirements.  It  is  also  re- 
quired that  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  be  published  in  this 
1979  Town  Report. 

A  Tax  Collector's  deed  has  been  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  transferring 
nearly  1,000  acres  of  land  to  the  Town  because  of  the  owner's  failure  to  pay  his  real 
estate  taxes  within  the  alloted  period  of  time. 

Because  of  the  failure  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College  to  comply  with  the  agree- 
ment reached  with  them  by  the  Selectmen  as  voted  at  the  1979  Annual  Town 
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Meeting,  the  Selectmen  discontinued  the  additional  $250,000.00  exemption  voted 
under  Article  20.  The  College  will  continue  to  benefit  from  the  mandatory 
statutory  exemption  of  $150,000.00  as  in  former  years. 

For  the  first  time  in  Antrim's  history  Tax  Anticipation  Notes  given  by  the  Town 
for  defraying  the  1979  annual  operating  costs  were  reinvested  more  advantageous- 
ly, thereby  almost  completely  eliminating  interest  charges.

The  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Capital  Projects  Fund  indicates  Bond  Anticipation 
Notes  issued  and  outstanding  at  December  31,  1978.  Note  4  to  the  Financial 
Statements  discloses  long-term  bonds  or  notes  authorized  and  unissued  to  fund  this 
project. 

Special  Revenue  Funds:  (Exhibit  C-2) 

Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 

The  Town  received  $36,385  of  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  and  interest  during  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1978.  The  Town  transferred  $42,000  to  the  General 
Fund  for  expenditures,  leaving  an  unexpended  fund  balance  of  $52,852  for  future 
uses  which  must  be  expended  within  twenty- four  (24)  months  of  receipt. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Inventory  of  Fixed  Assets 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  has  not 
maintained  a  record  of  its  fixed  assets.  In  order  to  adequately  maintain  control  of 
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its  existing  fixed  assets,  we  recommend  the  Town  conduct  an  inventory  of  these 
assets  as  soon  as  is  practical.  As  part  of  their  long-term  policies.  Town  Officials 
should  initiate  fixed  asset  records.  Cost  or  consideration  given  is  the  generally  ac- 
cepted method  for  valuing  fixed  assets,  and  should  be  recorded  on  all  new  acquisi- 
tions. Where  adequate  documentation  of  cost  is  unavailable  for  existing  fixed 
assets,  an  estimate  of  original  cost  is  an  acceptable  standard  under  accounting  prin- 
cipals for  governmental  entities.  The  existence  of  fixed  asset  records  will  not  only 
aid  Town  Officials  in  their  control  of  these  assets,  but  should  be  an  invaluable  tool 
in  long  range  planning. 

Anti-Recession  Funds 

The  Town  holds  $357  of  unappropriated  Federal  Anti-Recession  Funds  as  of 
December  31,  1978  which  were  received  during  1977.  In  accordance  with  federal 
statutes,  these  funds  must  be  expended  or  appropriated  within  six  months  of 
receipt. 

Appropriations  From  Surplus 

The  income  derived  from  the  Ricentennial  Celebration  may  not  be  used  as  an 
off-set  to  fund  special  projects  without  a  legal  request  to  appropriate  the  same. 
Note  5  to  the  financial  statements  indicates  the  improper  action  taken  at  the  1978 
Town  Meeting. 

Antrim-Bennington  Rescue  Squad 

Note  3  to  the  financial  statements  discloses  that  the  Rescue  Squad  has  physical 
custody  of  Town  funds.  This  practice  is  not  in  accordance  with  State  law  which  re- 
quires funds  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Treasurer.  Due  to  this  situation,  the 
Selectmen  do  not  have  an  opportunity  to  review  the  expenditures  of  this  Depart- 
ment. It  is  our  recommendation  that  the  funds  be  returned  to  the  custody  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  that  the  Selectmen  approve  all  expenditures  for  the  Rescue 
Squad. 

Separation  of  Duties 

During  the  course  of  the  audit  it  was  noted  that  the  Tax  Collector  also  serves  as 
Selectmen's  Secretary.  Such  practice  is  inconsistent  with  State  law. 

Conclusion 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that  the  auditor's  summary 
of  findings  and  recommendations  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its 
entirety.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

Tuttle  Library  continues  to  operate  totally  on  the  income  from  its  endowments 
without  funds  from  the  town.  Because  of  this  financial  independence  coupled  with 
inflation,  trustee  efforts  in  1979  concentrated  on  pinching  dollars  without  sacrific- 
ing library  services  and  efficiency. 

To  conserve  heat,  the  attic  was  insulated  and  additional  roof  and  furnace  repairs 
made.  Membership  in  the  Nubanusit  Library  Cooperative  has  cut  costs  of  books 
and  supplies. 

For  efficieny's  sake,  an  electric  typewriter  replaced  the  old  manual  one  and  a 
backlog  of  new  books  was  put  into  circulation  with  short-term  help  of  a  profes- 
sional cataloguer. 

With  the  help  of  the  Hurlin  and  Flanders  families,  the  trustees  opened  the 
historical  rooms  to  the  public  in  August.  And  last  (but  not  least)  the  knotty  plumb- 
ing problem  plaguing  the  library  since  September  was  solved  in  December  via  a 
new  leach  field. 

Until  the  meeting  rooms  of  the  new  firehouse  are  in  use,  the  library  meeting 
rooms  will  be  available  to  the  town  during  library  hours.  And  all  trustees  meetings 
which  are  held  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  at  3:00  P.M.  at  the  library,  are 
open  to  the  public. 


JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

Report  of  the  Librarian,  1979 

The  image  of  the  public  library  is  changing;  no  longer  does  the  little  old  lady  in 
tennis  shoes  shush  the  children  and  cater  to  the  needs  of  the  intellectual  elite.  The 
new  name  for  the  old  institutuion  is  Library  and  Information  Center,  and  the 
telephone  is  as  useful  as  the  reference  desk  in  dispensing  information.  Our  number, 
588-6786,  will  be  listed  under  ANTRIM  TOWN  OF  in  the  1980  directory,  for  the 
convenience  of  patrons,  and  we  will  continue  to  build  our  reference  collection  as 
we  become  aware  of  the  informational  needs  of  the  people  of  Antrim. 
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Nineteen-seventy-nine  was  an  exciting  year  for  the  entire  library  community, 
with  many  meetings  and  workshops  following  the  Martin  report  of  1978  and 
preceding  the  White  House  Conference  on  Libraries  in  November,  1979.  Serving  as 
chairperson  of  the  Southwest  District  Advisory  Council  to  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Library  Commission,  Mrs.  Nichols  has  had  the  opportunity  of  taking  an  ac- 
tive part  in  this  forward  movement.  In  addition,  our  area  libraries  are  finding 
more  benefits  from  belonging  to  the  Nubanusit  Cooperative,  not  the  least  of  which 
is  dollar  savings  through  cooperative  buying.  The  Tuttle  Library  borrowed  nearly 
twice  as  many  items  from  area  libraries  in  1979  as  in  1978. 

We  feel  that  we  could  provide  better  library  service  if  we  were  open  more  days, 
but  except  for  the  summer  we  cannot  make  any  schedule  changes  because  of  the 
high  cost  of  fuel  oil.  However,  our  1979  total  circulation  was  15,372,  an  increase 
over  1978.  A  significant  increase  shown  in  the  use  of  magazines  is  encouraging;  we 
carry  nearly  50  titles,  many  of  them  the  gifts  of  patrons,  and  have  access  to  many 
others  through  the  Cooperative.  In  this  time  of  soaring  print  costs,  individuals  are 
finding  it  a  saving  to  drop  their  personal  subscriptions  and  make  use  of  the  library's 
resources.  Our  total  book  collection  of  10,000  was  increased  by  400  new  acquisi- 
tions, in  addition  to  this  111  books  were  rented  from  McNaughton,  and  759  books 
were  borrowed  from  the  State  Library  and  other  sources. 

Twenty-two  varied  exhibits  and  displays  were  shown  during  the  year,  as  well  as 
one  in  the  Little  Town  Hall  window,  commemorating  National  Library  Week. 
One  of  the  goals  of  the  Trustees  for  1980  is  to  provide  more  extensive  exhibitions  of 
arts  and  crafts  in  1980.  While  the  number  of  gift  books  was  lower  than  last  year, 
we  received  two  very  important  gifts.  Alice  Gordon  presented  the  Library  with  a 
sizeable  oil  painting  of  a  cattle  scene,  done  by  Antrim's  Laura  Nulty  Chestnutt  in 
1898,  and  Molly  Aiken  Chapter,  D.A.R.,  gave  a  table  and  four  chairs  for  use  in  the 
basement  reference  room.  While  the  interest  in  genealogy  and  local  history  has 
waned  somewhat  since  the  bicentennial  year  and  "Roots",  researchers  frequently 
make  use  of  this  special  collections  room. 

An  innovation  in  the  school  program  starting  in  September  1979  is  a  monthly 
film  program.  Films  of  all  kinds  may  be  borrowed  through  the  local  library  from 
the  State  Library  by  any  organization.  The  school  children  made  121  visits  to  the 
library,  borrowing  2964  books,  and  the  Antrim  Preschool  made  10  visits.  We  have 
held  8  story  hours  and  an  8- week  summer  library  club. 

The  trustees  have  dedicated  many  hours  of  service  to  the  library  in  varying 
capacities;  although  their  work  is  largely  made  up  of  "house-keeping"  duties,  this  is 
all  necessary  for  the  smooth-running  operation  of  any  institution.  This  report  is  not 
the  place  to  enumerate  the  services  of  the  library;  we  therefore  encourage 
newcomers  to  Antrim  to  come  in  and  let  us  tell  you  in  person  —  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  from  2:00  to  8:00,  and  Saturdays  from  10:00  to  4:00.

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REPORT  OF  HOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

At  the  1979  Town  Meeting,  the  Park  Board  was  changed  to  the  Board  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  and  was  expanded  to  include  five  members:  Jane  Chase,  Mary 
Gold,  Kenneth  McFall,  David  Penny,  and  Gordon  Webber.  We  planned  to  con- 
tinue existing  programs  and  add  new  ones,  some  of  which  were  more  successful 
than  others. 

Lisa  Healey  and  Glenn  Webber  served  as  lifeguards  at  Gregg  Lake  Beach  and 
taught  swimming  lessons  to  over  90  people  in  July.  The  Gregg  Lake  Association 
and  the  Woman's  Club  donated  gifts  to  improve  the  beach,  including  a  children's 
playground  to  be  added  this  spring.  The  beach  continues  to  be  a  favorite  recrea- 
tional area  for  townspeople  and  visitors  during  the  summer. 

Kids  Summerthing,  a  summer  recreation  program,  provided  weekly  activity  for 
children;  sent  a  team  to  the  Hershey  Track  and  Field  Meet  in  Concord;  and  spon- 
sored disco  and  ballet  lessons,  a  disco  dance,  and  weekly  volleyball. 

The  Board  sponsored  a  ski  bus  in  February,  a  trip  for  Senior  Citizens  to  the 
Flower  Show  in  Manchester,  programs  during  Bicycle  Safety  Week,  and  Cleanup 
Day  in  April  with  the  Conservation  Commission.  A  new  net  was  installed  at  the 
tennis  court.  Although  the  gym  was  closed  during  the  fall  and  winter,  the  Board 
continued  to  work  with  the  school  principal  to  schedule  use  of  the  gym  by 
townspeople. 

Revenue  Sharing  money  was  used  to  have  Our  Town  Landscaping  build  a  new 
baseball  diamond  and  rejuvenate  the  old  one  at  Shea  Field.  Driving  vehicles  on  this 
work  has  been  discouraged. 

To  our  disappointment,  the  skating  rink  on  Jameson  Avenue  was  not  completed. 
We  plan  to  construct  some  kind  of  recreational  area  there  during  the  coming  year. 
Volunteer  help  will  be  necessary  on  this  project. 

We  begin  1980  with  Ted  Brown,  Jane  Chase,  Cecily  Crofoot,  David  Penny,  and 
Gordon  Webber  on  the  Board.  We  want  to  thank  everyone  who  volunteered  their 
time  and  energies  to  the  Board  and  its  programs  during  1979,  including  friends 
who  worked  at  the  beach  and  at  Goodell  Park.  We  hope  your  support  will  continue 
to  grow  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  PLANNING  BOARD 

On  January  11,  1979,  the  Antrim  Planning  Board  amended  the  Town's  Subdivi- 
sion Regulations  by  adding  a  new  sub-section  entitled  "Temporary  Restriction." 
This  stated  that  the  Board  would  not  consider  any  subdivision  of  more  than  two 
lots  during  the  whole  year  of  1979.  The  purpose  of  this  "moratorium"  was  to  give 
the  Board  opportunity  to  study  "...  regulations  concerning  the  piecemeal  sub- 
division of  land  .  .  .  and  other  regulations  relating  to  the  subdivision  of  land  .  .  . 
and  continuing  to  work  on,  and  the  completion  of  a  comprehensive  master  plan

Despite  this  restriction,  the  Board  heard  requests  for  twelve  (12)  2-lot  subdivi- 
sions and  approved  nine  (9)  such  plans  during  the  year.  In  addition  there  were 
boundary  line  adjustments  and  approvals  of  land  surveys  for  recording  purposes 
only. 

A  major  overhaul  of  the  Antrim  Subdivision  Regulations  commanded  much  of 
the  Board's  attention.  The  present  regulations  are  seriously  out  of  date,  have  many 
weaknesses  and  ambiguities,  and  are  much  less  thorough  than  those  in  force  in 
neighboring  towns.  It  is  expected  that  revised  Subdivision  Regulations  will  be 
ready  for  public  hearing  before  the  1980  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  other  principal  reason  for  the  "moratorium"  —  work  on  a  comprehensive 
master  plan  —  was  actively  pursued  during  the  year.  After  several  meetings  with 
the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SWNHRPC)  to 
organize  the  master  plan  process,  Citizen's  Advisory  Committees  were  set  up  for 
the  five  important  areas  to  be  covered  in  the  master  plan:  Population  and  Housing, 
Public  and  Community  Facilities,  Open  Spaces  and  Recreation,  Traffic  and 
Transportation,  and  Economic  Environment.  105  residents  of  Antrim  were  ap- 
pointed to  these  committees.  To  date  SW'NHRPC  has  completed  six  preliminary 
reports  on  all  the  areas  except  Economic  Environment,  plus  one  on  Land  Use, 
which  were  presented  to  the  relevant  Citizen's  Advisory  Committees.  32  citizens, 
not  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  attended  these  sessions  and  commented  on  the 
preliminary  reports.  Copies  of  those  reports  are  available  to  any  interested  resident 
upon  request  from  the  Planning  Board. 

In  1980,  the  data- gathering  work  on  the  master  plan  for  Antrim  will  be  con- 
tinued. The  job  should  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  1980. 

Only  one  change  in  Antrim's  Zoning  Ordinance  was  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  in  1979  that  concerned  sizes  of  yards  in  the  Recreational  District.  The  Board 
does  not  intend  to  offer  further  changes  until  ones  that  may  be  indicated  by  the 
master  plan. 

The  Antrim  Planning  Board  especially  appreciates  the  assistance  of  its  Citizen's 
Advisory  Committees,  and  urges  all  residents  to  participate  in  the  planning  process 
for  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  ANTRIM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

On  July  1,  1979  Antrim  established  it's  first  full  time  police  officer  position.  Since 
that  time  it  has  been  both  my  good  fortune  and  pleasure  to  serve  the  people  of  this 
community  in  that  capacity.  The  cooperation  that  I  have  received  from  the  people 
of  Antrim  has  been  outstanding.  However,  there  has  been  a  problem  arise;  it  is  the 
inability  of  one  person  to  adequately  supply  the  police  service  needs  of  this  com- 
munity. I  have  experienced  the  problem  of  a  full  time  department  versus  just  a  full 
time  police  officer,  and  attempting  to  supply  services  on  a  twenty-four  hour  basis. 

The  true  need  for  full  time  police  services  has  never  been  documented  before  July 
1,  1979,  therefore,  it  was  never  really  known  to  what  extent  it  would  be  utilized  by 
the  public. 

Please  accept  the  following  statistical  information  on  the  activities  of  the  Antrim 
Police  Department  from  July  1,  1979  through  December  31,  1979. 

The  Department  received  1,049  telephone  calls;  660  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m. 
and  5  p.m.,  351  calls  between  5  p.m.  and  2  a.m.  (105  of  those  calls  were  taken  after 
10  p.m.),  38  of  these  calls  were  received  between  2  a.m.  and  8  a.m.  Of  these  calls 
received  it  was  necessary  to  dispatch  the  police  cruiser  to  handle  the  call  694  times. 

Investigations  resulted  in  the  recovery  of  $28,450.00  while  the  reported  property 
loss  for  the  six  month  period  was  $12,649.00.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY 
TOWN  MANAGER  SYSTEM  FOR  ANTRIM 

The  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator  pursuant  to  the  vote  on  Article 
34,  as  amended,  at  the  March  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  learned  that  no  towns  under  2,500  population  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, with  the  exception  of  Waterville  Valley,  have  Town  Managers.  The  expense 
of  the  Town  Manager  system  has  not  been  justified  in  134  towns  the  size  of  Antrim 
or  smaller.  The  differences  between  Antrim  and  those  other  towns  did  not  appear 
great  enough  to  warrant  going  against  such  a  widespread  practice. 

The  Committee  also  found  that  having  an  Administrative  Assistant  on  the  Town 
payroll  was  equally  uncommon  in  New  Hampshire  towns  of  2,500  population  or 
less. 

In  the  process  of  investigating  means  of  improving  the  daily  handling  of  Antrim's 
affairs,  the  Committee  gathered  information  on  the  position  of  Public  Works 
Director  in  New  Hampshire  towns.  The  Committee  feels  strongly  that  such  a  posi- 
tion would  be  very  beneficial  for  the  Town  and  that  the  matter  warrants  further 
study. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

(a)  that  further  consideration  of  the  Town  Manager  system  be  postponed  for 
at  least  5  years; 

(b)  that  the  Committee  be  continued  for  one  more  year  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  a  Public  Works  Director  or  similar  position.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Much  of  the  Conservation  Commission's  effort  this  year  revolved  around  study- 
ing the  Hurhn  Property  and  on  laying  out  and  developing  the  Antrim  Trail  from 
the  Hurlin  Land  on  Meetinghouse  Hill  to  Willard  Pond. 

In  preparation  for  laying  out  the  trail,  the  Commission  obtained  detailed  maps 
from  the  Southwestern  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  using  the  town  tax  map 
located  all  landowners  and  right-of-ways  in  the  trail  area.  Landowners  abutting 
the  trail  were  then  informally  contacted.  None  had  serious  objections  and  most 
were  enthusiastic  about  the  project. 

In  the  spring,  David  Blair  from  the  Harris  Center  along  with  students  from  the 
AMS  braves  black  flies  and  mud  to  scout  out  possible  trail  locations  and  interesting 
features  in  the  Lily  Pond/Holt  Hill  area.  Several  students  became  interested  in  the 
history  of  the  area  and  investigated  the  old  cellar  holes  and  roads.  Town  Pounds, 
ice  cutting  on  the  Lily  Pond,  and  the  annual  harvesting  of  lilies  from  the  pond. 
Some  mysteries  still  remain  including  the  reason  for  and  builder  of  the  miniature 
stone  bridge  below  the  Lily  Pond  and  the  rock  enclosure  below  the  "Ledges". 

In  July,  the  Commission  had  the  good  fortune  to  hire  Rob  Moir  to  spearhead  the 
Trail  and  Hurlin  Property  projects.  Funds  to  hire  Rob  —  a  graduate  of  the  Antioch 
Environmental  Program  —  were  provided  by  the  Hurlin  Fund  through  the  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests.  The  Commission's  ambitious  goals  in 
hiring  Rob  were  to:  1)  Layout  and  map  a  trail  from  the  Hurlin  Land  in  Antrim 
Center  to  Willard  Pond  2)  Identify,  locate,  and  mark  some  of  the  more  interesting 
historical  and  environmental  features  in  the  trail  area  3)  Construct  a  detailed  map 
and  resource  inventory  of  the  Hurlin  Land  4)  Involve  as  many  students  as  possible 
from  the  AMS  in  the  project  and  integrate  the  project  into  science  and  social  studies 
classes  5)  Enthuse  students  about  the  project. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  as  a  result  of  Rob's  creative  hard  work,  Grace 
Cody's  diligence,  student  participation,  and  support  from  the  schools  that  these 
goals  have  largely  been  met.  The  complete  trail  has  been  laid  out,  mapped,  and 
marked  with  a  good  portion  of  the  trail  using  old  town  roads.  The  Hurlin  Land  has 
been  mapped  in  great  detail  even  showing  the  location  of  individual  trees.  Many 
features  on  the  northern  part  of  the  trail  have  been  identified  and  labelled  by 
students  in  a  humorous  way  making  the  trail  more  enjoyable  as  well  as  educa- 
tional. Every  member  of  the  AMS  visited  the  Hurlin  Land  and  trail  in  small  groups 
—  many  more  than  once.  Finally  and  most  importantly,  judging  from  the  positive 
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comments  and  letters  received  by  the  Commission  and  the  willingness  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council  to  help  sponsor  Rob  in  the  spring,  a  good  deal  of  enthusiasm  about  the 
project  has  been  generated. 

On  November  4th,  some  40  persons  took  part  in  the  inaugural  walk  of  the  nor- 
thern part  of  the  trail.  Hats  off  to  all  who  helped! 

In  other  projects,  the  Annual  Clean-Up  Day  in  April  was  successful  with  over 
125  bags  of  trash  collected  and  80%  of  the  roadslides  cleaned.  Again  our  thanks  to 
the  Woman's  Club  for  their  fine  lunch,  Edmund's  and  Waynos  for  donating  the 
bags,  and  the  black  flies  for  waiting  one  more  day  before  getting  serious. 

Also,  the  Commission  was  able  with  the  help  of  donations  from  the  Garden 
Club,  Woman's  Club,  American  Legion,  Legion  Auxiliary,  Extension  Service,  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce  (Harold  Grant)  to  send  Tim  Wilson  to  Conservation  Camp 
in  June.  Tim  had  excellent  reports  about  his  experience  and  we  hope  to  send  two 
deserving  students  next  year. 

In  projects  for  the  coming  year,  the  Commission  plans  to  continue  the  develop- 
ment of  the  trail  and  the  Hurlin  Land,  start  a  town  tree  nursery,  resume  planting 
trees  in  town  after  the  sewer  is  finished,  and  look  into  the  possibility  of  expanding 
the  trail  network  over  Meetinghouse  Hill  and  to  Campbell  Pond  using  the  Precinct 
Right-of-Way.  All  townspeople  are  invited  to  participate.  Meetings  are  the  third 
Thursday  of  each  month.

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COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 

The  year  1979  was  a  very  frustrating  year  for  the  Commissioners.  It  all  started  at 
the  March  meeting  when  it  was  discovered  that  there  was  no  article  in  the  Warrant 
to  appropriate  money,  but  after  some  discussion  this  was  done  under  another  arti- 
cle with  the  approval  of  the  twenty  four  voters  present.  This  was  declared  illegal  by 
the  State  Tax  Commission  in  early  October,  and  we  were  obliged  to  hold  a  special 
meeting  in  November  to  ratify  the  action  taken  in  March,  too  late  to  collect  the  tax 
when  the  regular  tax  bills  were  sent.  All  during  the  year,  we  were  plagued  by  lack 
of  funds  and  at  one  point  we  had  less  than  $300  in  the  checking  account. 

We  spent  many  hours  marking  out  mains  and  services  but  in  spite  of  our  efforts 
there  were  several  interruptions  in  service  due  to  broken  mains  by  the  sewer  con- 
struction. It  was  frustrating  to  try  to  convince  some  people  that  these  breaks  were 
not  of  our  making.  It  was  an  expensive  year  for  the  Precinct  but  we  were  eventually 
reimbursed  by  the  contractor. 

We  relaid  a  part  of  Depot  Street  with  8  inch  ductile  iron  pipe  but  there  is  still 
about  860  feet  which  should  be  replaced  before  the  street  is  repaved.  The  dam  at 
Campbell  Pond  was  repaired,  some  of  the  brush  cut  around  the  dam  area  and  a 
new  door  installed  on  the  gate  house.  The  gate  house  at  Gregg  Lake  was  painted 
and  a  sign  attached  to  the  building  to  the  effect  that  no  swimming  or  trespassing 
was  allowed.  The  sign  lasted  two  weeksl  The  dam  at  Gregg  lake  is  in  rather  poor 
repair  and  should  be  backed  with  concrete  anchored  to  the  rock  foundation.  We 
believe  that  the  cost  should  be  ultimately  paid  by  the  town  as  the  lake  is  used  not 
only  by  townspeople  but  also  by  summer  residents. 

Six  times  in  the  last  sixty  years  the  Commissioners  have  tried  to  get  meters  in- 
stalled. We  are  hoping  that  at  last  the  voters  will  see  the  wisdom  of  this  project. 
The  only  fair  way  to  charge  for  water  is  by  actual  use  and  this  would  form  a  base 
on  which  the  sewer  use  could  be  charged  rather  than  a  flat  rate  as  contemplated  at 
present.  The  Farmers  Home  Administration  has  looked  at  the  proposed  installation 
with  some  favor  and  we  are  hopeful  that  our  request  for  a  grant  will  be  approved. 

The  Pumping  Station  was  painted  and  the  steel  door  repaired.  We  shall  have  to 
run  a  line  to  the  new  fire  station  so  the  pump  may  be  started  in  case  of  fire.  The 
hydrants  were  also  painted  this  year  and  we  have  two  hydrants  on  hand  which  are 
planned  to  replace  two  of  the  four  inch  hydrants  still  in  use.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  90  %  of  the  sewer  construction  is  done  and  only  the  laterals  are  yet  to  be  in- 
stalled so  we  do  not  expect  any  serious  interruptions  this  coming  summer.  We  are 
prepared  to  isolate  the  breaks  that  do  occur  and  repair  them  as  soon  as  possible. 
There  were  times  this  past  summer  when  we  wished  we  had  the  storage  capacity  as 
proposed  last  March  as  we  had  to  use  the  pump  several  times  and  there  was  one  day 
when  we  had  no  fire  protection  from  the  hydrant  system,  since  the  main  line  was 
shut  down.  We  had  to  open  a  hydrant  to  relieve  the  pressure  and  even  then,  some 
of  the  relief  valves  opened  to  the  concern  of  some  people. 

We  recommend  that  the  Precinct  collect  water  rents  at  the  same  rate  as  last  year 
and  that  we  raise  the  sum  of  $13,028.42  by  taxation.  ($1.80  per  $1,000  of 
valuation.)
